BELVIDERE. 

Betvipveks, III., May 22.—[Special.]—There 
was a heavy frost in this section last nigut. 
Water was frozen to the thickness of one-eightb 
to one-quarter of an inch. The extent of dam- 
age to fruit and plants can hardly be estimated 
at this time, but muss be considerable. The 
prevaient cold and wet weather has been very 
unfavorable for corn-planting, and many early- 
planted pieces had to be replanted, in some in- 
stances the second time. Unless we dave 
warmer weather soon the large acreage of corn 
in this section will be greatly injured. Not- 
withstanding this backward weather, however, 
farmers claim that gruss and small grain are 
doing fairly well and getting good root. 

BOND COUNTY. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 22.—[Special.}— Reports 
from Greenville state that the wheat crop of 
Bond County will be almost an entire failure, 
the prospects now not indicating more than W 
per cent of an average. The mercury yester- 
day indicated 88 degrees, and there bas been 
great loss of young poultry by cold. The corn 
will largely require replanting; oats late, but 
looks well. 

COMPTON, 

Courrox. III., May 22.—([Special.]—The cold 
weather that bas prevailed since the 19th inst. 
is very discouraging tofarmers. The mercury 
reached 42 degrees at 2 p. m. on the Zist. This 
morning at sunrise it was 32 degrees above 
zero. Ice formed one-eighth of an inch thick. 
Tue TRIBUNE correspondent could not find any 
corn or potatoes injured by the frost, but on 
low lands they were probably cut down. Most 
of the corn is planted. That planted the last of 
Some dave re- 
planted where the corn rotted. The prospects 
of a good corn crop are not very promising. 
Fruit trees are full of biossom, but it is 
feared tnat these cold winds will blight wem. 
The smull grain has a good growth, but winter 
rye and oatsare very thio in some fields. Clover, 
in old meadows, was nearly all winter-killed, but 
on new seeding, where it was protected by stub- 
ble, there is good growth., Cattie get their liv- 
ing on grass now. There 10 but little hay ia the 
country. There is a large amount of tile- 
draining being done. Old drains are being 
opeued and larger tile substituted for the old 
tile, which proved to be too small to carry of 
the surplus water. 

CENTRALIA. 

CENTRALIA, Ul., May 22.—(Special.)—A heavy 
frost visited this section last night. Strawber- 
ries are undoubtedly injured, but to what extent 
is not known. THE TRIBUNE correspondent vis- 
ited a number of the berry fields today, and 
found plants and berries looking finely, al- 
though some of the growers contend that the 
injury is great. If the crop is not shortened by 
the frost, it will have a tendency to make the 
fruit small and knotty. Other fruits are not in- 
jured to any extent. The weather is cool to- 
night, and were are prospects of another frost. 

CARTHAGE. 

CARTHAGE, III. May 22.—(Special.]—For al- 
most a week now the weather in this county bas 
been very wet and cold, and the cora crop looks 
bed. Many farmers are planting Over again:

It is almost im- 
possible to procure good seed-corn. The crop 
last year was generally soft.

The Emperor remains for the next three days 
fasting in the palace within the Kremlin, not at 
the Troitzka Monastery, as originally intended. 


NOTES. 

The coronation totes will not cost less than 
10,000,000 rubles. Moscow, luckily, is famous for 
the number of its taverns, lodging-bouses, and 
hotels. Stiel, all tne same, in spite of its 
resources in the way of accommodation, the 
pressure on its space is so severe that everybody 
who possesses a room or @ fraction of one is 
preparing to let it, 

A printer, it is said, has sold 80,000 printed no- 
tices of rooms to let during the coronation since 
the beginning of the year. 

The splendid and favorit Hotel Siaviansky Ba- 
zaar has been taken for the Generals and the 
personages of the Cxar's suite, stweuty-sereu 
other hotels for officials of lower degree. The 
Metropol Hotel—another favorit—has been se- 
cured for the 115 persons composmg the impe- 
rial ballet, and the Hotel Dussaux—to which 
Skobeletf died—for the singers of the imperial 
chapel. 

To lodge the 55,000 troops which are to march 
into Moscow to represent the army at the cere- 
mony the ordinary garrison will quit its quarters 
and remain outside the city under canvas. Of 
the 55,000 troops 30,000 will be Imperial 
Guards from St. Petersburg. and the officers 
will comprise 121 Generals and 2,417 su perior offi- 
cers. This body of Imperial Guards alone 
should impart a splendid effect to the cver- 
emony, without counting the more picturesque 
portions of the army—the Caucasian Cossacks, 
the Lesglans, the swarthy Tartar Bashkir cav- 
airy; the militia raised from Kirghiz, Khivans, 
Turcomans, and various Siberian tribes, all in 
their national dress, and the pug-nosed Finns, 
still wearing the tall grenadier bats of the Eu- 
ropean fashion of last century. 

The guests to be specially féted exceed 6,000 
io all. For the tables at which they will be fed 
7,000 table-cioths have been ordered and 40,000 
napkins. A special train took to Mos- 
cow 100 tons of echinaware, cutlery, 
Flas etc., for the use of the 
“nigher” guests, and the lower guests, or 
populace, are to be equally well looked after. 
Sixteen reservoirs are erected in the Knhodi- 
nisky Square, holding 40,000 buckets of beer, 
which will be given away ia 800,000 earthen 
jugs, decorated with the portrait of the Em- 
peror. As solid food eight hundred thousand 
meat pies,each weighing three-quarters of a 
pound, are to be distributed among the people, 
together with 800,000 pound-+packets of nuts, 
cakes, and lollipops. 

To amuse the mob theatres have been ere cted 
in which 400 actors perform. The troops will be 
specially féted in a village outside of Moscow, 
where booths for the amusement of the Kus- 
sian carnival description are being prepared for 
them. 

On the day of the coronation 55,000 silver 
medals will be distributed among the troops and 
several thousand gold ones among the officers. 

When the shades of night gather about Mos- 
cow 250,000 lanterns will be lighted, and 3,500 
Edison ligbts will illuminate the stately tower of 
Ivan the. Great, alongside the Uspinsky Cathe- 
dral. : 

Of course, the chosen representatives of the 
100,000,000 people comprising the population of 
the Russian Empire bring with them gifts for 
the Emperor. Many of them are specimens of 
local bandiwork in silver or gold, but 
the majority are trays or salvers. Most of 
the towns have followed the decision arrived 
at by St. Petersburg a year ago to give the Em- 
peror a golden saiver. One firm alone made 
seventy-four gold and silver salvers, at an ag- 
gregate cost of $100,000, to be given by various 
towns and local assemblies to the Emperor, and 
another disposed of sixty. 

The procession that will take place on thé day 
ofthe coronation will comprise twenty-three 
gold carriages, most of which bave ficured in 
coronations since the time of Peter the 
Great. The one conveying the Emperor 
is) a solendid work of art. and is 
reckoned to have cost $50,000 to build. 
Of course the procession will be the principal 
sight of the ceremony so far as the general 
public is concerned, for only a favored few 
thousands will be allowed, or rather will be able 
to be accommodated in the immediate vicinity of 
the Uspinsky Oathedral. Hence there is a great 
demand for windows and baiconies along the 
route of the procession, andin some instances 
$500 a baicony bas been paid, the amount in- 
cluding the use of the room benind and the at- 
tendance of the servants of the household. In 
one case $1,759 bas been given for a corner 
room commanding a view of the procession 
along two thoroughfares. 

In the Red Square a huge stand is being 
erected for the 1,000 musicians and 8 000 school 
ebildren who will greet the Emperor with the 
national anthem. 

In the opera-house a monster concert is to be 
given, at Which 5,000 military musicians will per- 
form. 

Right balls will be given after the coronation, 
four of which will be Embassy ones. For the 
British Embassy. Maikiel House, in the Tvers- 
kaya street, has been bired for $20,000: the ball 
to be given by the Duke of Edinburg is to 
cost at least 310,000 more. The fétes at 
Moscow will last ten days, and will be followed 
by a furtoight’s festivities at St. Petersburg. In 
all the administrative towns of the Empire 
fétes on a minor scale will prevail for a week, 
and a Russian statesman has made the calcula- 
Non that the aggregate cost of these to the en- 
tire Russian Empire will not be much under 
£15,000,000 sterling. 

THE’ MARCH TO THE KREMLIN. 

Moscow, May 22.—The weather this morning 
for the entry of the Czar into Moscow whs spien- 
did. 

The whole route, from Petroffsky Palace to 
the Kremlin, four and a half miles, was crowded 
with people. 

At every point imperial standards were dis- 
played. and the baiconies were hung with gayly- 
colored materiais and the Russian colors. 

The only foreign flags allowed to be displayed 
were those over the various Embassies. 

Along the road over which the procession 
traversed were 100 Venetian masts, from which 
banners were flying. 

All the domes and spires of the buildings in 
the city were decked wita flags. 

Thousands of persons passed the night out- 
doors, so that they mignt secure good places to 
witness the procession, and multitudes of others 
thronged the churches, praying for the safety 
of the Emperor. 

The Ozar left the Petroffsky Palace at noon, 
and reached the Kremlin at 1:25 o’ clock. 

There was a siight fall of rain during the 
march of the procession, but otherwise the 
affair was a complete success. 

The enthusiasm of the people all along the 
route was unbounded. 

The signai for the starting of the procession 
was the firing of artillery and the ringing of the 
bells of the Cathedrai of the Assumption. 

On tne Emperor mounting, other salutes were 
fired.

THE LITTLE FATHER OF A GREAT LAND. 

Alexander Alexandrovitch, the third Alexan- 
der who has become Emperor of all the Rus- 
sias, is the eldest son of Alexander II. and the 
Princess Maria, daughter of the late Grand 
Duke of Hesse-Darmstadt. He was born Feb. 
26, 1845. As a child his education was such as 
might be expected, having in view his future’ 
He was an apt pupil, and bis knowledge of civil 
and military affairs is said to be considerable. 
As a boy be had the reputation of being obsti- 
nate, capricious, and bad-tempered, and it was 
a matter of disappointment to his future sub- 
jects when the unexpected death of his elder 
brother placed him next tothethrone. They 
had always been close companions, and in 185, 
when but 10 and Ii years old respectively, they 
were taken to the deathbed of the Emperor 
Nicholas to receive his blessing. Nov. 9, 1866, 
Alexander was married to Marm Dagmar, thea 
19 years old, daughter cf the King of Denmark. 
un her rebaptism into the Eastern Churen she 
received the names of Mary Fedorovoa. This 
marriage was at the special request of Alexan- 
der’s elder brother, to whom the Princess Dag- 
mar was first betrothed. To many the re- 
quest seemed hardiy natural, but it has 
been surmised that the dying youth re- 
membered that Maria was ambitious and had set 
ber heart upon one day being Empress. By his 
marriage Alexander III. became brotner-in- 
law of the Prince of Wales. The Imperial pair 
bave four children—the eldest, Nicholas, a boy of 
15: the second, George, about 12, who bears 
striking resemblance to the early pictures of 
Alexander II.; and two younger ones, Xenia 
and Michael. The Czarina bas accompaaied her 
husband to ail parts of European Kussia, and 
has gained the affections of the people, particu- 
larly the Poles. Before the death of his father 
contradictory stories were toid regarding the 
political views eotertained by the heir apparent. 
After his marriage he conceived a hearty dislike 
of the Germans. In 1879 he came to an open 
rupture with his father on the question of their 
common inheritance of rule over 85,000,000 of 
people. The Czar then informed the Czarevitch, 
itwas reported, that during his reign not a 
sina ie constitutional experimen, ought to be 
made. The son's reply was that his father had 
no right to compromise the future of tne dynasty 
by denying reforms which were demanded by 
many Ministers and Generals, by the Adminis- 


trative Senate,and most of the army. Alex- |

—a deed ot assasipation not without heroism, for 
the Nihitist — was instantly killed, while the 
lower portion of the Emperor’s body was actually 
blown off. Then the third Nihilist forced his 
way through the ring of horritied spectators, 
lifted the shattered body of the Czar and exam- 
ined the victim. All this while he had his bomb 
ready for use, but seeing that the Emperor was 
already beyond all hope, he placed the mutilated 
body in the hands of the Emperor's brother and 
the aidea-de-camp, and then retiring into the 
crowd disappeared. Subsequently betrayed by 
the woman Helfman, he was arrested and tried. 
The details of this trial are already kuowa. 
Soon after it was given out by the Nihilists that 
tne third Alexander should never be crowned. 

THE INTERIM. 

A year went by.and noukase concerning the 
crowning of the new Emperor made its appear- 
ance. The Czar, while uncrowned, bas very lit- 
tle power as @ monarch, being considered @ sort 
of minor, holding the reins of State more by 
courtesy than by right. Before being crowned 
Alexander could net proclaim war or conclude 
atreaty of peace. He could not enter the impe- 
rial throne-room or confer the grand cordon of 
any of the detorations. All orders issued by 
him were null and void without tbe countersign 
of two of the Ministers of State, the body of 
which they form part acting lu every respect as 
Regents of the Empire during the Czar’s politi- 
cal minority. Before receiving the crown he 
has no right to the fifty-six titles belonging to 
crowned Czars. Under these circumstances it is 
not singular that the various Czars should have 
always bastened their coronation in Moscow as 
much as possible, being naturally averse to ob- 
noxious tutelage. Hitherto successors to the 
throne had, with very few exceptions, been 
crowned within two months of the death of their 
predecessors. The millions of Russian peasants 
cannot believe the Czar to be by the grace of 
God the most powerful Czar” unless he has been 
anoiuted at Moscow. Even in death the un- 
crowned Ozar does not receive the honors due 
ae rank, his remains not being laid among the 

zart in the great mausbleum of the Church of 
St. Peter and St. Paul within the St. Petersburg 
Citadel. 

Eighteen months went by and Alexander III. 
remained uncrowned. Some deciared the delay 


was occasioned by fear of the Nibilists; others 


held that the postponement was due to the great 
respect the uacrowned Czar bad for his de- 
parted father. Jen which theory was the cor- 
rect vue it is Impossible to state definitly. Dur- 
ing the interim the Nihilists were extromely 
active, but it was the conviction of those weil 
informed on Russian affairs that Alexander had 
never been afraid of Nibilist assasins. He is a 
Romano, and, like all the Romanoffs, he knew 
no fear. Had be been intimidated he could 
easily have been anointed and crowned secretly 

It bas always been the rule to issue 
the imperial ukase respecting the corona don 
several months in advance in order to give 
guests who have to come from a great distance 
ampletime. After waiting twenty-two months 
the Ewperor in February last proclaimed his in- 
tention of being crowned this month. He ex- 
plained the delay which bad occured in the 
matter of coronation as follows: 

‘* Whereas it pleased God to call us to the he- 
reditary throne of aii the Russias, and, insepa- 
rable therefrotn, to the thrones of the Kingdom 
of Poland and of the Grand Duchy of Finiana, 
at a moment of fearful convulsion. In the 
midst of the grief and borror with which we 
were seized. and which overwhelmed the bearts 
of all our faithful subjects, we did not deem it 
a fitting time to proceed with the solemnity of 
coronation. Submitting to the inscrutabie ways 
of Providenee, and bowing before the judg- 
ment of God, we determined in our heart not to 
perform this sacred rite until the feelings ex- 
cited by the crime to which our beloved parent, 
the benefactor of his people, fell a victim bad 
had time to calm down.” 

The reign of Alexander III. has begp a war 
with domestic conspiracy from the beginning. 
The strength and ferocity of Nibilism have been 
shown ina variety of ways, and the repressive 
measures have been of ultra severity. Follow- 
ing the 2 „ of his father the Emperor 
das maintain friendly relations with Ger- 
many, thus disappointing generul expectation 
that he would reverse it and thus indirectly fa- 
vor the supposed revengeful intentions of 
France. 

A BARBARIC KING, 

The barbaric pomp and parade of a Russian 
coronauon as well as its celebration iu Moscow, 
80 great a distance from the seat of govern- 
ment, always necessitate extensive prepara- 
tions. The ceremony is attended by all the 
leading men of the Empire. Kingdoms, Provinces, 
and Grand Dukedoms giving tities manifold to 
the potentate aré represented in the ceremony, 
with few exceptions each by its separate crown. 
These are brougdt out of the cupboards of the 
great treasury in Moscow for the occasion. in 
this unrivaied collection of royal diademe 
one may count the crowns of 
Kazan, of Astrakan and of Georgia. There, too, 
is the crown of Poland, blaz with jewels, 
mounted on acrimsou cushion. bis, tradicion 
says, is the veritable crown worn by the Ladis- 
las, the Sigismunds,and Jobn Sobieski. The 
crown of Siberia, which finds a place in the im- 
perial regalia, was manufactured by a jeweler 
of Moscow to commemorate the conquest of 
that province under ivan the Terribie. The 
oldest of all the crowns is probably that of Con- 
Stuntine Monomachus, which was sent from 
Constantinople asa present to the “Lord of 
Kew 1116. The accession of most Czars and 
Czarinas bas added a new crownto tne regaiia. 
A new crown was made for Nicholas, and the 
separate diadems of Peter the Great, Catharine 
L, and the Empress Elizabeth are bistorical curi- 
Osities. 

The ceremonies observed at the coronation of 
Alexander II. were repeated yesterday, and 
were described at length in yesterday's edition 
of Tur TRIBUNRB. 

When the ceremony in the cathedral is over 
the Czar and Czariua have yet two or three 
hours to speallin goimg, with all their insignia 
npon them, to the abbey churches of St. Michael 
and the Annunciation, and then to all the other 
churebes and cdapels in the Kremlin to pay 
their devotions and to give alms. All iu all it is 
a most fatiguing, day for the imperial couple. 
Their religious duties, however, are not fully 
discharged wen the day closes, for custom re- 
quires that about a week atter the coronation 
the Czar and his consort shall make a pilgrimage 
to the holy city of Kiev and visit the catacombs. 
The great ceremony of coronation bas always 
been performed in the Cathedral of the Holy 
Assumption within tne walls of the Kremlin at 
the ancient Town of Moscow. For WWeks pre- 
vious to the ceremony this town isin gay holi- 
day attire. 

THE KREMLIN. 


The great Kremlin is not one — but a 
city, anda strong city, too, in itself, it is an 
octagon plot of ground, of many acres, on a 
bigh elevation, surrounded by massive walls and 
fortifications, ang contains four crown palaces, 
three cathedrals, the headquarters of the Im- 
perial Guards, the Governor's residence, a uni- 
versity, and a number of monasteries and nun- 
nories. The appearance of the Kremlin is 
exceedingly striking. The walls are white, the 
fortifications emeraid-green, the entrances rose- 
tinted, and the roofs of the cathedrals wilded, 
the whole forming a wonderful combinadon. 

A coronation is always signalized by acts of 
imperial clemenay. It is understood that yes- 
terday the Czar reduced the Russian poll-tax 
16,000,000 rubies for the entire Empire and re- 
mitted various fines, sentences, and penalties.

Reported Raid on the British Minister's 
House in Washington—Ramored De- 
mand for the Extradition of Alex- 
ander Sullivan.

The Washington Poker Club Has 
Brought Great Scandal upon 
Several Martinets. 


Exposures Which Have Followed the 
Duplication of Col. Morrow's 
Pay Accounts. 


Two Disbursing Officers of the Highest 
Rank Also in Danger of Oourt- 
Martial. 


The Disgraceful Methods by the Aid of Whioh 
Col. Nickerson Got Rid of His 
Wife. 


Col. Morrow’s Pay- rue Oorrespond- 
ents Telling the Truth About the 
Army Poker Club, 

Wasuinetor, D. G, May 22.—[Special.)— 
“Gambiing,” said a veteran officer on the re- 
tired list tonight, is the ruimof the army.” 
It is almost certain that the exposure of Col. A. 
P. Morrow, of the army headquarters staff, will 
result in further exposures which will bring 4 
much-needed purification to army circies in 
Washington. While he will be required to au- 
swer personally for his violauon of the articies 
of war, he is, in a sense, a victim to a condition 
of affairs which the military authorities 
ana the highest civil authorities have 
known and tolerated, in spite of 
the fact that it was their duty, under the law 
and army regulations, to summarily suppress 
the evil. To state the whole case in a word, Col. 
Morrow is the latest victim of the Army Poker 
Club here. Neither the General of the Army 
nor the majority of the officers stationed here 
have any connection with this club. It does, 
however, include among its active players two, 
if not three, officers of the highest rank, each 
connected with the staff corps, and each hand- 
ling and disbursing large sums of 
public money. With these, there are 
perhaps a dosen military men who 
are known in army circies as active poker- play - 
ers. Col. Morrow is not by any means the first 
victim. Within a short time one of the victims 
who had sold duplicated pay accounts to meet 
his indebtedness, and who bad been driven to 
desperation by exposure to his superiors, took 
his own life, after reaching a distant city. . Dur- 
ing the last Congress an officer who came here 
from the West, lost ail the money he 
had, and, in hope of ‘recovering, he 
played until he had given. his checks 
for $700 on a city bank, where the next 
morning it was ascertained that be hag no 
funds. The worthless checks got into the hands 
of lobby- operators, and the identify of a portion 
of this club narrowly escape d the knowleage of 
the pubiic. Members of the club ure believed 
to have used their —1 * their superiors’ 
sborteomings to attempt control of their 
actions in important matters of public duty, 
mainiy in cases where punishment for offenses 
should have been inflicted by those superiors in 
the discharge of their duty. The whole affair 
has been of the most disgraceful and 
demoralizing character for a long. time. 
The club has beed the bane of army life at the 
Capital. It has struck at all discipline wherever 
this was likely to involve any of those who be- 
longed to the gaming circle. It bas first gradu- 
ally involved some in bigh station who are ina 
measure responsibie for enforcing both law and 
regulation, and then when occasions came these 
leaders of the club havé made discipline impos- 
sibie. This is probably the worst feature in the 
matter in its effect on the army. Officers who 
value their own reputation and bold official honor 
in — r esteem could easily keep themselves 
beyond the personal influence of this poker 
circi But the best bere have suffered because 
of tus laxity of discipline and morais which this 
club bas obliged their superiors to tolerate. 
The whole army, in fact, has suffered at times 
because it was not possible., or, any rate prudent, 
to punish elsewhere what was allowed in sight of 
the White House and the Wur Department. It is 
expected that Col. Morrow's case, which officials 
of b rank supposed had been buried 
beyond discovery, will briag out the more 
— features of the situation

The duplication of this officer's accounts 

became kuowu early last month to those wh 

duty it was to e against him. 

Pay master-Geueral, to his erodit, prom 

igsued an order to refuse ali pay accounts of 

this officer. But at this int proceed. 
against Col. Morrow halted. Naturally enourd. 
there was a feeling at — headquarters 
its reputation shoul if possible 
concealment. This was 
great indiscretion, since 

the offense sought to be concealed was criminal 
in its character, and at the same time a serious 
offense under army reguiations. it is now a 
grave question how far several prominent 
officers have involved themselves in this iddis- 
cretivba. It is understood that, as oue means of 
concealing the affair, the duplicate pay accounts 
which were sold to three bank ine firms here and 
called to the attention of the Paymaster-Gen- 
eral, have been withdrawn, and that, withthe 
knowledge and consent of superior officers, a 
new set of pay accounts reaching many 
months in the future have been made up 
and signed and delivered to the bankers and to 
others who had advanced mooey or taken pay- 
accounts for debts. Lf this turns out to be true, 
every officer connected with it is placed by the 
discovery in a very embarrassing position, and 
where be is liable to trial and punishment. by 
military court. One of the most serious features 
of the whole affair is, that officiais in high posi- 
tion, whose specific duty it is to tee that such 
institutions as this particular poker club are not 
allowed to exist. at least with disburs- 
ing officers as managers, dave lone known 
all about its operations. Tothe fact of its ex- 
istence most of the army scandals bere can be 
traced, and therefore the responsibility of those 
derelict officers is very great. The degree of 
their responsibility negiect appears trom 
the following paragraph of the army réegula- 
tions, taken im connection witb the fact that at 
least two of the leaders of the club are rs- 
ing officers of the highest rank: 

“If any disburejng officer shalibet at cards, 
or any game of hazard 
shall suspend his functions, require him 
to turn over all the public funds in 
his keeping, and shall immediately report 
the case to the proper bureau of 
the War Department. In every case where an 
officer entrusted with the care and disburse- 
ment of public funds shall violate this recuia- 
tion be shall be brought to trial before a general 
court-martial by the Department Commander, 
and will not be cangpet to duty or again be put 
in possession of public funds subsequent to bis 
Fer. without the approval of the Secretary of 

ar. 


So far as known, the Paymas er-General's of- 
fice has acted promptly and virorousiy in the 
ease of Col. Morrow, as its first order shows. If 
there has been anything dove in this office to- 
ward keeping the matter quiet it bas been in 
pursuance of directions from superiors,

Proceedings of the Michigan WLecisla«

The Senate has killed the bill pro 
hibiting the sale of liquor near railway 
depots, stock-yards, etc. It passed the McMa- 
hoq pill solidifying the present liquor laws in 
some respects. The House bili for the disposi- 
tion of the disputed Detroit, Grand Haven & 
Milwaukee Railroad lands the Senate 
with only one adverse vote. This bill has pre- 
viously been expiained at some length in Fun 
TRIBUNE'S specials. 

The House bas passed a Senate bill striking 
out of the charter of the Michigan Southera 
Railroad ‘a clause prohibiting the con- 
struction of any competing tines withia 
u certain distance of said road.

UNITED PRESBYTERIANS. 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO CONVENE TO- 
NIGHT. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 22.— (Special.]—The twen- 
ty-fifth General Assembly of the United Pres- 
byterian Church will begin its sessions in the 
Third United Presbyterian Church tomorrow 
evening. The meeting which resulted in the 
formation of the United Presbyterian Church 
took piace in this city May 26, 1858. At that time 
were were forty-two presbyteries in the 
church; now there are sixty-three. Then 
there were 408 ministers and 65,547 mem- 
bers, and now there are 709 ministers and 
54,573 members. The denomination is stronger 
in Western Pennsyivunia and Eastern 
Onio, although it has spread through almost 
every secuon of the country, and has Presby- 
teries in Canada, India, and Egypt. The great 
question that will come beture the assembly is 

the use of instrumental music. 

The clause prohibiting it reads: As the use 
of musical instruments in the worship of the 
New Testament Church bas no sanction in the 
Bibie, they shail not be introduced in any form 
in any of our congregations.” Many attempts 
have deen made to have this rule reversed. 
The General Assembiy in 1881 decided 
by a vote of 131 too that 
this rule should be overturned by the presby- 
teries. At the General Assembly last year a com- 
mittee Was appointed to count tne vote. The 
committee reported that 1,233 votes had been 
cast, 620% of which were in favor of repealing 
9 rule and 612% 1 to to that course. 

he report further ded that the cierks of 
three presbyteries had reported nine members 
of presbyteries as refusing to vote. The ques- 
tion wasraised whether these were to be counted 
or not. If they were counted it would make 
the number of those entitied to vote 
1,242,in which case the rule would still remain in 
torce for wantof a majority to repeal it. If 
they were not counted the rule would be ro- 
peaied by a majority of eighty. This poiat the 
assembiy discussed foralong time. whole 
bar of Monmouth, III., where the assem- 
bly was in session, was called in to listen to the 
arguments upou the constitutional side of the 
question.

The younger porvon of the 
church are strongly in favor of the change, 
and are making vigorous efforts 
to control the situation. The older members of 
the church stick to the old doctrine, but it is 
probable that they will be outvoted. This ques- 
tion will take up a large portion of the time of 
the assembiy. 

The result of the efforts to raise $500,000 for a 
quarto-centennial memorial exceeds sthe ex- 
pectations of many. The sum already sub- 
scribed, $370,000, is very satisfactory, and the 
full amount will very likely be raised before the 
end of the year. 

There are fifty-eight presbyteries in North 
America, all of which will be represented at the 
General Assembly.

The Rev. D. D. Proper today re- 
ceived two letters from St. Paul making in- 
Quiries about this same colored preacher, in 
whicnd the statement is made that be is now coi- 
lécting funds there, as he ciaims, for the benefit 
of his Moines church.

SMALL-POX IN A SCHOOL. 


Cincinnati Excited at the Prevalence 
of the Leathsom:, Disease in a Schoo! 
Patronized by the Best Famities., 
CINCINNATI, O., May 22.~—(Special.]—it be- 

one generally known this afternoon for the 

first time that the pupils of Miss Bauer's Con- 
servatory of Music, corner of Eighth and Vine 
streets, bad all been exposed tu the small- pox. 
and that one of them had died, and another 
pupil and one of the servant-giris are in the 
pest-house. Miss Bauer's schoul is patronized 
by the best families, and the news of the con- 
tagion has caused much talk. Susie Young, of 
Robinson, III., was the first one to 
come down with the disease. She 
died May 3. and the remains were 
sent to ber home. The physicians were not cer- 
tain until just before she died what her disease 
was, and they certified that she died of puer- 
puna hemmorhaega, a disease said to closely 
resembie smali-pox, but which would not be 
understood by the generai public as of that 
character. There ia a law against the shipping 
of the bodies of persons who have died of iafec- 
tious diseases, but Miss Young's remains went 
through to ber home over the Onio & Missis- 
sippi Road, ‘The next case in the school 
was that of a servant. Annie West- 
meyer. She was sent to che City Hospital, 
and from thereto the pest-house. Then Mary 
Evans, a pupil from Houston, Miss., was strick- 
en, and she was also sent to the hospital and aft- 
erward to the pest- house. Every etiort has been 
used to prevent the impression getting abroad 
that there was smail-pox in the institution. The 
physicians bave been non-committal as to the 
nature of the disease, and the Health Board 
having been abolished and no other bourd ap- 
pointed to take its piace, there is no such thing 
as a sanitary department to look after such 
cases. When it became known that the two girls 
who were taken to the hospital were sent from 
there to the pest-house, people at once became 
satisfied that the disease was smali-pox, and 
this afternoon one of the attending physicians 
admitted that such was the case. A quarantine 
hes been established around the schoo! building, 
and the pile who are still there are uot al- 
lowed to leave. It the impression which pre- 
vaileatonigbtin regard to the disease and the 
failure to make known its nature proves to be 
the true one, much indignation will be aroused.

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 2.—[Special.]—Too 
many Republican Seoators were away today, 
and the expected caucus on the Justice-of-the-

afternoon. An attempt will then be made to 
rescind the action of previous caucuses making 
it a political question, and another stormy time 
is anticipated. There are several indications of 
weakening, however, on the part of those who 
have beretofore insisted on confirming none 
but Republicans, and one of, these remarked to 
a friend tonigbt that be would like to see 
the caucus that could change faster than 
he could. At the same time the Cook 
County delegation is practically a unit in favor 
of hanging up the nominations for a while, and 
atrong efforts will be made to hoid out at least 
until the Appropriation and High-License bills 
are out of the way. in the meantime the Dom- 
ocrats will possess their souls in patience, and 
Tom Merritt will lie oa his Oars untikthe caucus 
meets and decides what to do, 

HIGH LICENSE, 

The Senate threw the High-License bili over 
until tomorrow because its friends hadn't 
agreed on amendments. Some insist on 
a straight $500 license, others are will- 
ing to let in beer at $250, 
others believe it wisdom to amend the bill so as 
to conform exactly to the amended House bill, 


and still another class want to let the whole 


thing siumber until the House does something. 
The argument for the latter course is that the 
bili in the Senate will have to depend entirely 
upon Republican votes, and that any action 
there will be purposely misconstrued and used 
by the Democrats in the House to boister up 
their pretense that bigh license is a party ques- 
tion. The Kepublican Senators are still in a 
quandary as to just what is the best thing 
to do, though the policy of remodeling the Sen- 
ute bill to couform to the House bili seems to 
have rather a shade the best of it. 
THE RUM ATTORNEY. 

Jim Beardsiey reappeared today with fire fn 
his eye and words of defiance on bis lips. The 
idea that anybody sbouild thréaten him with a 
loss of his Postmastership for lobbying agaiost 
the High-License bill made him exceedingly 
wroth. He expiained at lengts to Tun Tripune 
correspondent that he didn't care anything for 
the office, which was run by his deputy; 
that he had deen 9 las for 
years back, and sbould continue to stand 
by bis clients; and wound up by daring anybody 
and everybody to telegraph Arthur for his re- 
moval. Nobody bas yet knocked the chip off bis 
shoulder, but the advisability of some such 
course has been and is being quietly considered.

DRAINAGE. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 22.~(Special.}]—Senator

MINES AND MINING. 

Senator Ciark’s bili allowing mines opened 
since Jan. 1, 1880, the same time to sink escape- 
ment shafts as those opened before—viz.: at the 
rate of 100 feet a year—was ordered to third 
reading. 

RECLAMATION OF LANDS, 

Senator Merritt's bill, allowing the formation 
of corporations forthe purpose of reclaiming 
and improving real estate, came up on second 
reading with the Judiciary Committee's 
awendment specifying that the pro- 
posed reclamation and improvement 
shall apply to overtiowed and swamp lands. Sen- 
ator Hunt attacked the bill On the ground that 
it would enable corporations to obtain swamp 
lands ata small cost, improve them, and hold 
them in perpetuity, and commegted on its ta- 
troduction by a member of the party which bas 
been bowling for years against the alleged 
tendencies of legislation to make the rich richer 
and the poor poorer. Senator Merritt defended 
his echeme as be has done before, but the Senate 
deciined to oder the bill to third reading, and it 
dropped dowa to the foot of the calendar. 

HIiGH LICENSE. 

The Senate High-License bill came up once 
more as a special order, but Was postponed until 
tomorrow worni the high-license Senators 
not baving come to any agreement regarding 
amendments. 

HABITUAL CRIMINALS. 

The bill intended to secure something like ad- 
equate punishment for chronic criminals was 
passed by a vote of yeas3l, nays 0. The bill as 
pussed reads as follows: 

“A bill for an act in relation to the punish- 
ment of criminals: 

“Sec. I. Be tt enacted, etc., That whenever any 
Person having been convicted of either of the 
crimes of burglary. grand larceny, borse-steal- 
ing, robbery, forgery, or counterfeiting, sdall 
thereafter be convicted of apy one of such 
crimes, committed atter such first conviction, 
the punishment shall be imprisonment in the 
penitentiaty fag the full term provided by law 
for such crime at the time of such last convic- 
tion therefor; and wheuever any such person.

above provided, shall be again convicted of any 
of said criwes, committed after said second con- 
viction, the punishment shall be imprisonment 
in the penitentiary fora period not less than 
fifteen years: Provided, (hat such former cou- 
victioa or convictions, and judgmeat or judg- 
ments, shali be set forth ia apt words in the in- 
dictment. 

“Sec. 2. On any trial for any of said offenses 
a duly authent.cated copy of the record of a 
former convicdon and judgment of aay court of 
record fur either of said crimes aguinst the 
party indicted shall be prima tacie evidence of 
such former conviction, and may be in 
evidence against such party.” 

CEMETERIES, " 

A House bill allowing two or more cities or 
villages to establish cemeteries jointly was 
called up and passed with the emergency clause.

‘The bill occupies twenty- 
six printed pages, to which were added sixteen 
pages of committee amendments. The farmers 
of the House tackled the subject as if they un- 
derstood it, and offered a score or more of ad- 
digonal amendments, Haines, Caldwell, Cox.

Is IT AN ARTHUR BOOM? , 

Careful readers of the newspapers may 
have noticed lately some subsoil indications 
of Acting-President Arthur’s growing pop- 
ularity as a politician. He went into 
office under @heavy cloud, heavier than that 
which settled down upon Hayes, owing to 
the uncertainty of the latter’s title. Arthur 
succeeded aman who was assasinated asa 
result of his hostility to the faction to which 
Arthur belonged. Thé new President was 
regarded, moreover, as a “practical poli- 
| tician,” not overscrupulous as to the methods 
employed for personal or party success. It 
was thought that Conkling pulled the strings 
which directed his movements. The situa- 
tion was trying. Arthur has come out of it 


He has succeeded in allaying all public ap- 
prehension as to his factional intentions. 
The New York election apparently conveyed 
a lesson which has not been neglected. 
About the only quarrel he has on his hands 
just now is with the Conkling crowd, which 
has dwindled down to small proportions, 
and his apparent rupture with that faction 
has gained popular admiration for him. The 
strong contrast which his present attitude 
bears to the embarrassment which bore 
down upon him at the time he assumed the 
office of President makes him appear to ex- 
cellent advantage before the people. 

The politicians, with a scent as keen as 
that of the swine which hunt truffles in 
France, seem to have sniffed Arthur’s grow- 
ing popularity. Mr. Ramsey, who was Sec- 
retary of War under Hayes, was interviewed 
in Chicago a day or two ago, and after going 
over the political situation blurted out, 
“Why not Arthur?” and proceeded to give 
many reasons for thinking that he will be a 
formidable candidate. A newly-elected Chi- 
cago Congressman comes back from an 
Eastern trip and reports that the only names 
he heard mentioned there in connection with 
the Republican nomination for President 
were those of Arthur and Edmunds, and he 
emphasized the former; he added that Lo- 
gan, Blaine, and other Presidential timber 
seemed to have drifted out of sight. Every 
day or two information comes in some shape 
or other that Arthur will bave the New York 
delegation to the next Republwan Conven- 
tion. Good dinners at the White House have 
appealed to the Democratic stomach with 
such effect that the Opposition party has 
been wheedled into an unusual state 
of conciliation and complacency. And 
now Mr. Walter Evans, of Kentucky— 
the former law partner of Gen. Bristow and 
still one of the “306” delegates to the Chi- 
cago Convention—has been appointed to a 
place of extended patronage and large in- 
fluence in Washington; an action that will 
probably not be without its effect among the 
Republicans of the South, whose represunta- 
tion in the party convention is on the same 
plane with Northern Republicans. And at 
the same time the information is volunteered 
that the President’s first choice for Post- 
master-General when Judge Howe died was 
an independent Southern Democrat. 

There are evident signs of a purpose in the 
Executive Mansion at Washington to concil- 
iate all factions except the Conkling faction, 
and all sections except those which can be of 
no service in a political way. It looks like an 
Arthur boom.“ If that be the aim, the course 
the President is pursuing is certainly more 
ingenious and sagacious than that taken by 
Secretary Sherman when he was in control of 
the Treasury under Hayes. Sherman under- 
took to work up bis Presidential aspirations 
by aclumsy manipulation of the patronage, 
which everybody understood and condemned. 
If President Arthur is managing his Admin- 
istration with reference to reslection, he is 
doing it in a plastic and yielding way which 
is not calculated to excite resentments: or 
‘bring out popular protest. The suspicions 
of the Half-Breeds seem to have been quieted 
where their favor has not been actually Won; 
even the civil-service reformers, since the 
retirement of Keim, appear to be satisfied: 
friends of the Administration are springing 
up in unexpected piaces; and, on the whole, 
an Arthur boom,” which would have been 
regarded as ridiculous a year ago, may be- 
come avery interesting complication in the 
approaching Presidential campaign.

THE GREAT AMERICAN PASTURE-FIELD. 

The Great American Desert used to 
figure in portentous letters on the maps of 
the geographies of our childhood. It cov- 
ered an area of about a million anda quarter 
square miles west of the Missouri River, be- 
tween the 100th meridian of longitude and 
the Sierra Nevada Mountains.

Some of the foreign geographies still main- 
tain that it exists; on the same principle, we 
suppose, that one of the most famous globe- 
makers of London still puts Fort Dearborn 
at the head of Lake Michigan, and knows no 
other division of the Great West than the 
Northwestern Territory. 

But the desert has gone, and gone {for- 
ever. It is now known that the antelope 
and the bison were the precursors of a pop- 
' ulation that will, before the close of this 
| century, overspread all this vast tract with. 
grazing herds and flocks. The mystery of 
the trackless wastes that once seemed so 
formidable has disappeared before the intru- 
sion of the locomotive. Wherever streams 
are found and water can be applied to the 
soil of this desert itean be made to blossom 
like the garden of the Mormons at Salt Lake 
Cit .

sheep on the “plains” was in its infancy. 
Five years ago the interest in this vast open- 


ing for capital and labor first began to be 


keen, and now it is intense from Texas to 
Montana. Great joint-stock companies are 
being formed all over this country and in 
Europe to secure good ranges and engage on 
an Abrahamic scale in the patriarchal busi- 
ness of furnishing America and Britain with 
beef. Barb-wire fences hundreds of miles 
long are being put around the cholce graz- 
ing grounds, and in but a few years any one 
who wants a place to raise cattle on a large 
scale will have to divide the possessions of 
some one who has preceded him. 

All through this territory, so admirably 
adapted to the manufacture of beefsteaks 
and mutton-chops, there are valleys with 
water-courses that will permit of an irriga- 
tion that will support an agriculture that will 
easily feed the whole population engaged in 
the pursuits of the miner, the cow- 
boy, and the herder. Colorado raises the 
very finest quality of wheat in limited quan- 
tities, and there are many places where the 
experiment of the Latter-Day Saints will be 
successfully repeated. Every pound of meat, 
and every pound of offal, and every hide or 
pelt produced by this territory has a cash 
value in the markets. The modern improve- 
ments of refrigerator-cars and quick transit 
will steadily push backward the life of pack- 
ing-houses and slaughter-houses that are al- 
ready beginning to move towards Kansas 
City and Montana, and with them will grow 
up rendering establishments, and glue man- 
ufactures, and the coarser kinds of tanning. 
The great American Desert will quickly as- 
suine the aspects of prosperity that herds 
and flocks always bring with them, and will 
support a numerous population in good av- 
erage American style. 

If it be true, as Edmund Burke said, that 
nations breed at the mouth, there are mill- 
ions of Europeansas well as Americans who 
will owe their existence to the expansion 
given by the Great Desert to the means of 
human subsistence, 

The capacity of the Great American Desert 
to grow beef, if estimated at the low average 
of twenty steers per square mile of area, wil! 
exceed twenty millions of cattle, which 
would furnish four or five millions a year 
for the market. Think of what a food-sup- 
ply and what a commerce these figures com- 
prise! The plains are tlie great pasture-fields 
of the American Nation for all time to come. 
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THE NEXT CANADIAN 
ERAL. 

The cable brings the intelligence that the 
Governor-Generalship of Canada has been 
tendered to the Irish absentee Marquis of 
Lansdowne, in succession to the Marquis of 
Lorne, that he has accepted it, and that he 
will sail for Canada next October. Of the 
desirability of a change there is probably no 
question, for the Marguis of Lorne, notwith- 
standing that he represents royalty by a re- 
flected light, has not been a popular Gov- 
ernor with the Canadians, chiefly on account 
of the unpopularity of his royal wife, who 
has snubbed Canadian plebeians and turned 
up her royai nose at the Canuck ladies. She 
has regarded them somewhat in the light of 
canallle and only fit for door-mats on which 
to wipe her feet, and has absented herself 
from the country whenever she pleased—and 
that has been most of the time—while the 
Canadian ladies, under the leadership of the 
Premier’s wife, have retorted by refusing to 
recognize her supremacy in social etiquet, 
which is perhaps as effectual a snub as could 
be administered to the Princess, who fancied 
that she would establish a miniature Court 
at Ottawa, with all Canadian female- 
dom at her royal feet. Desirable as the 
change may have been, however, it remains 
to be seen whether it will be for the better, 
for the Marquis of Lorne is a scholarly and 
genial gentleman, who without doubt would 
have commended himself to the good graces 
of his constituents had he not been hampered 
with a wife so far above him in rank that he 
must of necessity play second fiddle and sur- 
render to her whims and caprices and home- 
sickness. 

The antecedents of the Marquis of Lans- 
downe are not such as to commend him to 
the people of Canada, who are mainly Amer- 
ican born, and among whom the republican 
leaven is rapidly working. He has been in 
public life for ten years, but has only shown 
himself to be a dull man politically. Al- 
though holding office under favor of Mr. 
Gladstone, he more than half broke with 
him on the land legislation, and resigned his 
Indian office, and has since that time been in 
such poor accord with his party that the 
Tory wing of the Radicals has foist- 
ed him into this Governorship and arranged 
to pack him off to Canada to prevent 
him from bolting over into the Tory party 
altogether. His reputation has been prin- 
cipally made as an absentee Irish landlord, 
living in luxury off the toil of suffering ten- 
ants whom he never sees, but whom he has 
managed to treat with excessive harshness. 
His record is a very bad one. His estates in 
Cork and Kerry have been so mismanaged 
that his pauperized tenants have been forced 
to emigrate in large numbers and in such a 
pitiable condition that many of them have 
died in American workhouses. He seems to 
have improved upon the ordinary methods 
of persecution practiced by landlords. His 
evictions have been characterized by extreme 
cruelty. He has never carried out the pro- 
visions of the Land bill when he could avoid 
it, and he is even charged with misappro- 
priating relief funds to the improvement of 
his property. He has lived a life of ease and 
luxury in England and on the Continent, 
which was made possible by the hard toil, 
the inadequate compensation, the brutal 
treatment, and the grinding-down and pau- 
perizing of his wretched tenantry. 

ln view of this and the preceding appoint- 
ment, and the utter indifference of the Home 
Government to the kind of man who is sent 
to rule over them, would it not be well for 
the Canadians hereafter to try the experi- 
ment of electing their own Governor-Gen- 
eral? They should remember that they are 
very close to the United States. They have 
a bong 3,000-mile strip of country, but it is 
very narrow. The centre of it is sterile and 
would not be of much account to this coun- 
try, but the fertile ends, the Valleys of the 
St. Lawrence and the Saskatchewan, lie so 
contiguous to us that any other country less 
pacific and patient thau ours would have 
taken the whole strip long ago. As itis the 
manifest destiny of Canada, however, to 
be absorbed in the United States, this coun- 
try can afford to wait, and not precipitate 
matters. The rising generations of Cana- 
dians, American born, American in habits and 
largely republican in sentiment, can be re- 
ed upon to accomplish the work, and it is 
best to wait for an absorption in the natural 
way than to force it by violence. The United 
States is not so anxious for the acquisition as 
to make any political fuss about it or spend 
any money for it. It has only to wait a little 
while and the entire province will come in 
without even the asking for it, since it is in 
the natural order and eternal fitness of 
things. Meanwhiie the Canadians might as 
well recognize the inevitable and prepare 
themselves for it by gradually adopting our 
political fashions. It would hasten the time, 
for instance, if they would notify the Home 
Government that this Lansdowne landlord is 
not acceptable, and that they will elect one of 
their own choice. “A man of such antece-

necessary, as fate has ordained that they 
must sooner or later come into our fold.

ARBITRATION AMONG MERCHANTS. 
The fatuous course of the striking ‘brick- 

layers of this city with regard to arbitration 
must be taken simply as a measure Of their 
ignorance and imperfect knowledge of at- 
fairs. They regard such a proposition as that 
of putting the decision of their differences 
with the master masons out of their personal 
reach with tha¥suspicion the ignorant always 
have of new things. To submit to arbitration 
requires a high degree of social intelligence 
and faith in your fellow-men and a good deal 
of reliance on your own al@ity to stick to an 
award if it should be against you. 

The fact appears to be that the bricklayers 
are not civilized enough to settle their dif- 
ferences by a tribunal. They have no re- 
lianee except in force. They do not look far 
enough forward to see that force is the poor- 
est of all reliances in these days when the 
sympathy of the public with a righteous 
cause is so easily enlisted on its side, If the 
bricklayers are right, and could show it be- 
fore a tribunal that the people could watch, 
the mere concentration of public opinion on 
their employers would be one of the strong- 
est influences that could be brought to the 
assistance of the workingmen. 

The mercantile classes, who havea much 
deeper grasp of practical affairs of human 
nature and of the ways of the world than the 
workingmen, are taking advantage of every. 
opportunity to use arbitration instead of the 
courts and the brute endurance that would 
have to be the arbitrament if neither the 
courts nor arbitration covld be employed. A 
Court ot Arbitration has been established in 
New York at the instance of the Chamber of 
Commeree, whose facilities for the summary 
settlement of disputes are recognized as of 
the greatest value. It fréquently ac 
complishes in half, an hour what could not 
be done so expeditiously and perhaps not 80 
well by any court of law. 

This court is believed to be a better 
forum for the settlement of the disputes 
that are constantly arising between the mem- 
bers of the stock exchanges and produce ex- 
changes and other bodies than even their 
own special committees of arbitration. A 
Judge, appointed for life, sits in a room 
convenient to the centre of business, the 
trials are immediate, the case may be sub- 
mitted orally, neither party has to pay costs 
for endeavoring to settle rights, no lawyer is 
needed, for the Judge will not allow any 
technical advantages of any kind to be taken 
by either party. In other courts the Judges 
take if admissible such evidence as is 
presented, but have no voice in sug- 
gesting what is needed to make the 
case clear, and they must also decide the case 
on the evidence before them, imperfect 
though it be. Butin the Court of Arbitra- 
tion the Judge is bound to acquire all the 
facts, and to bring in of his own motion aill 
the evidence if any should be inadvertently 
omitted by any of the parties. 

All contracts—written or verbal—and all 
obligations of a business nature can be 
brought to this court for the quick transit 
of justice. If the litigants desire they may 
have additional arbitrators to sit on their 
ease with the official Judge. Every pro- 
vision that could be asked for is given for a 
rehearing, and fora review and appeal. Its 
services can be used by masters and opera- 
tives in case of a strike or any dispute. 
“ Nothing,” said one of, the leading members 
of the New York bar, “to compare with the 
custiesness and celérity of its adjudications 
can be found anywhere eise in New Tork or 
in the United States.“ 

In a recent address a leading member of 
the New York Produce Exchange gave an 
account of the methods of arbitration fol- 
lowed in that association. Cases go before 
the arbitration tribunals of the Produce Ex- 
change constantly that involve larger sums 
than all the wages ot the striking Chicago 
bricklayers put together, but so complete ap- 
pears to be the satisfaction of the members 
with the results that during the last three 
years there has not been an instance of dis- 
agreement that has been taken into a court 
of law, nor has a single one of the hundreds 
of awards that have been made been set 
aside. 

We commend these instances of the will- 
ingness of business-men te submit to arbi- 
tration and the safety with which they have 
done so to the careful attention of the strik- 
ing, non-arbitrating bricklayers of Chicago. 
WEAKNESS OF THE RUSSIAN REVOLU- 

TIONARY PARTY. 

If the telegrains from Russia are in the 
least degree truthful, one can but wonder 
why the Czar insists on going through the 
awful ordeal which precedes a coronation at 
Moscow. To all intents and purposes he is 
as much Emperor and autocrat of all the 
Russias now as he will be should the 
Nihilists permit the Patriarch or the Greek 
Church to place on his head the crown of 
the Alexanders and bestow on him his Epis- 
copal benediction. He is obeyed now as 
much as he will be after the coronation; he 
is as autocratic now as he willthen be. Why, 
then, are the old formularies to be kept up ? 
Do royal personages yet think that the 
mummeries of a coronation excite either awe 
or reverence even among the Cossacks? It 
appears that they do think so, and the threats 
made in the name of the Nihilists leads to 
the belief that they are right, elsé why should 
the Nihilists be so anxious to prevent the 
coronation ? 

Here we get a glimpse of the weakness of 
the Nihilist party in Russia. It is not sup- 
ported very largely by the peasantry, though 
Prince Krapotkine says that modern Nihilism 
(he calls it revolution) had its originin the 
dissatisfaction caused in 1861 by the failure 
of Alexander II. to carry out in spirit the 
decree for the emancipation of the serfs. The 
Russian revolutionary propagandists, he 
avers, Only took advantage of the dissatis- 
faction of the peasants. But if there are any 
classes of persons who are to be impressed 
by the coronation ceremonies it must 
be the peasants. The courtiers must 
see through the tinsel and sham. The 
working classes of the towns and cities will 
but scoff af the hollow pomp, and the edu- 
cated classes, who supply the Russian revo- 
lutionary party with its Krapotkines and its 
other leaders, cannot be deceived by it. For 
the peasants alone it seems to be intended. 
They are the people to be impressed. On 
their loyalty Alexander IIL, like his father, 
relies. ‘The peasant class furnish the soldiers 
who enable the Czar to keepin check the 
dissatisfied courtiers, the disaffected trades- 
men amd mechanics, and the plotting and 
visionary students. 

All the efforts of the Nihilists have so far 
failed to shake the Russian peasants in their 
loyalty to the Czars. That these efforts have 
not succeeded is not strange. The peasants 
were relieved from terfdom by Alexander 
II., and, though a horde of brutal officials 
(as the Nihilist leaders say) took the place 
of the landlords, and though a heavy tax 
was substituted fer rent, yet the Russian 
peasant is no longer a serf; he has acquired 
an amount of personal liberty which to 
him is a great deal.

the life of the poorest, and to work side 
by side with them”: yet these hundreds 
and thousands are comparatively insignifi- 
cant in numbers, and they could not in half 
a generation convert the people from their 
loyalty to the Czar. The number of men, 
too, who left “their regiments, their desks, 
and their class-rooms,” and the number of 


“high-born and wealthy ladies who slept in 


dogholes with the peasants and went bare- 
foot, as Russian workingwomen, bring- 
ing water from the river to the house,” was 
not large enough to educate either by pre- 
cept or example 60,000,000 of Kussian peas- 
ants to the duty of rebellion; and without 
the ald of the peasantry there could be no 
rebellion. . « 

There can be little doubt of the sincerity 
of most of the Nihilists. Many of them have 
made heroic sacrifices, and most of them— 
not all, as is generally supposed, for the NI- 
hilists have had their informers—have 
faced unflinchingly the penalty of their ad- 
venture. But, like all the entnusiasts and 
martyrs of a revolution, they have made 
haste too rapidly. They hoped to effect in 
five years what it must take a generation to 
accomplish. They had not diagnosed the 
disease when they attempted to apply their 
remedy. The preparatory work.of revolu- 
tion has always been slow in direct propor- 
tion to the ignorance—rather the want of in- 
telligence—of the people intended to be bene- 
fited. Haste and impatience has been the 
bane of the Nihilists—impatience with the 
slow growth of intelligent ideas among the 
Russian peasants, haste in proceeding from 
the methods of education and constitutional 
agitation to the methods of the assasih. 

The present Czar followed in the footsteps 
of his father. It would be but accounted 
weakness on his part had he done otherwise. 
He has suffered for his course. The awful 
anxiety of his reign, the terrible dread which 
must hover round him, have been his penal- 
ties. But he is conquering Nihilism. He 
may crush it. Its own inherent weakness 
may enable him to do so. A successful rev- 
olution must have something besides an ab- 
stract principle of justice as its foundation. 
All successful revolutions have had agra- 
rianism as their starting point, and the ma 
terial improvement of the masses of the peo- 
ple—the peasantry—as their object. The 
Nibilist leaders have not kept these ideas 
sufficiently before their followers or before 
themselves,

THE BLUNDERING SIGNAL SERVICE. 

Has not the signal service blundered long 
enough? Are its reports of any value to the 
publie, particularly to mariners, for whose 
benefit it was mainly established? Within 
the last five days the Upper J ake region has 
been swept by two of the worst wind-storms 
experienced for several years. Friday a 
succession of tornadoes tore across the State 
of Lilinois, one of them traversing the south- 
eastern corner of Wisconsin, and expending 
itself on Lake Michigan, where by good luck 
no vessel happened to be in its track. These 
storms caused large loss of life, maimed 
hundreds of people, and destroyed thousands 
upon thousands of dollars’ worth of property. 
They were exceptional in their fury and de- 
vastation. We print below what the signal 


service announced Friday morning: 


For the Upper Lake region and Upper Missis- 
sippi Valley, cloudy, rainy weather, warni 
southerly shifting to colder northwest winds, 
falling followed by rising barometer. 

For the Missouri 1 rainy followed by 
clearing weather, winds shifting to colder norta- 
easterly, higher pressure. 

The Upper Missouri and Mississippi Rivers 
will rise. 

Cautionary - a. continue at Indianola, Gal- 
veston, Duluth, ee re Escanaba, Mil- 
waukee, Chicago, Grand Haven, and Mackinaw 
City. 


What is there in all this to indicate such 
storms as were experienced at that date or 
that anything out of the Common was going 
to happen? 

Sunday night another furious wind-storm 
arose. The Friday’s storms came from the 
southwest. This came from the northeast. 
It rapidly increased in fury until it came to 
be one of the hardest blows ever experienced 
by sailors on the Upper Lakes. It raged all 
day Monday and did not subside until early 
Tuesday morning. The lake ran “ mount- 
ains high.“ Seventy-five vessels lay off the 
harbor which could not get in, and tugs 
could not get out to them. Two were dashed 
to pieces, with accompanying loss of life, 
several dragged their anchors and drifted off, 
and their fate is as yet uncertain. There is 
scarcely ane of the seventy-five that will not 
have to be repaired before she can venture 
out again. What did the signal service do to 
give warning to sailors and vessel-owners of 
the terrible blow that was coming? At 1 
o’clock Sunday morning it issued the follow- 
ing bulletin: 


For the Upper Lake region, partly cloudy 
weather, local rains, northwesterly winds, sta- 
uonary or lower temperature, biber pressure. 

Cautionary signals continue at Buffalo, Erie, 
Cleveland. Sandusky, Toledo, Detroit, Port Hu- 
ron, Sand Beach, Bay City, Alpena, Mackinaw 
City, Grand Haven, Chicago, Milwaukee, Esca- 
naba, Marquette, and Duluth. 


It will be seen that there is nothing in this 
to indicate any unusual storm of wind—any 
storm of any kind. It is about the same 
kind of bulletin that is issued in calm 
weather. Cautionary signals are continued 
as they have been continued for a week. 
Even the direction of the wind is wrong. It 
was a northeast not a northwest wind 
which was driving vessels ashore Monday. 

When Gen. Myer established the signal 
service he publicly said that its principai 
value would be not in predicting rains, be- 
cause that could not always be done with 
certainty, but in predicting high winds so 
that vessels could besafe. When Gen. Hazen 
assumed the duties of the service and was 
subjected te criticism he replied that the 
bureau could not predict storms more than 
forty-eight hours in advance. Yet here were 
two of the most terrible wind-storms known 
in this region for several years, which burst 
upon us within twelve hours of the bureau’s 
predictions, and nota word about them! It 
has utterly failed in the very purpose for 
which it was established—namely: the say- 
ing of vessel property and lives of mariners, 
and it has failed in two of the most terribie 
storms that have happened for years. If it 
cannot do the work for which it was estab- 
lished it ought either to be abolished or it 
ought to be placed in the hands of those who 
can do its work. As it is conducted. now it 
is simply wasting money and of no use to 
any one.

Tun New York Sun (Dem.) gives a new 
version of the reason why the Pope issued his 
bull agaiust the Irish agitators and against sub- 
scriptions to liquidate the Parnell mortgage. It 
contends that so long as the purposes of the 
reformers were contined to the securing of land 
reform he did not interfere with the minor 
clergy nor direct that they should not actively 
assist Parnell. The Pope's letter to the Irish 
Bishops is dated May II., after the attempt had 
been made to blow up the British Government 
buildings and pilots of violence had been dis- 
covered. It urges that the Pope was actuated to 
write the letter because neither Mr. Parhell nor 
hie associates have disavowed dynamite con- 
spirators and organized assasins, and because 
the Irish convention at Philade/phia abstained 
from condemhing them.

Blooded Anitmals—New Redtilations 
Concerning Their Importation. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 22.—[Special.]—The 
following are the material parts of the new cir- 
cular just issued by the Treasury Department 
relating to the importation of animals tor breed- 
ing purposes: 

To entitle animals to admission free of duty, 
satisfactory proof must be made that they are 
speciaily imported for breeaing purposes. This 
proot must be made ppimarily to the Collector 
at the port of importation. 

if, upon the production of the formal proof, 
the Collector bas doubts, either from the char- 
acter or condition of the animals, the general 
course of business, or from any other circum- 
stance, that the animals are inteuded for breed- 
ing Durposes, aflirmative proof should be re- 
quired on that point. If. for instance, mares 
are imported for the purpose of being placed at 
work on a borse-railway, or beiters, cows, or 
ewes are imported for the pur of siaughter 
although in both cases they may be capable of 
breeding, they are in no proper seuse specially 
imported for breeding purposes, and are not ex- 
empt from duty. 

In the case of bicod-cattie imported from 
Europe it may generally be assumed, on the 
formal proofs, that they are Im ported for breed- 
ing purposes, because there would be no profit 
in importing them for any other purpose; and it 
bas been held to be immaterial whether animals 
are imported for sale or for the use of the im- 
porter, if it is satisfactorily proved that they are 
intended speciaily for breeding purposes. 

In all cases where Collectors are not satisfied, 
upon the. proof presented, that the animais are 
imported specially for breeding purposes, duties 
should be imposed. o burden of proof is upon 
the importer to satisfy the officers of tha@@lepart- 
ment by competent evidence wat the animais 
were intended to be used specially,.and not 
merely incidentally, for breeding purposes; and 
when the evidence is not satisfactory, duties 
should be imposed, leaving the parties to their 
remedy by appeal to the departmeas.

How to Raise Wolves. 

Crrcaco, May 20.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
I noticed in your last Suaday’s TRIBUNE an arti- 
cle headed “A Wolf Story.“ whica spoke of the 
birth of four little wolf puppies aad their un- 
timely taking off at Lincoln Park. The articie 

oes on to speak about the birth of the puppies 
o that ey wate “believed to be the firet of 
their species ever born in vconfluement. This 
belief is what I wish to correct. While visiting 
the zodlogical eollecdun at South Park the other 
daf the keeper, Mr. C. J. Horan, showed me 
four little ole puppies that were born March 3. 
1843. They were in u cage witb the “old folks, 
and locked as healtby and contented as could 
be. I inquired of Mr. Horan about the construc- 
tion of the cage in whigh they are kept, and he 
described it as follows’ The cage rests u 1 
large box made of two-inch oak plank, which 
sets down in the ground about tbree feet. leav- 
ing about two feet of it above round. This box 
is filled with about four feet of sand and black 
soil mixed, for the wolves to dig and lie in. A 
bole with a-siiding door in the bottom of the 
cage affords the means of getting in and out of 
the box and admits all the light that is needed. 

I think if the person in charge of the animals 
at Lincoln Park would have tome such Sort of a 
place fixed for his wolves he would have better 
luck acxt time! G. E. L.

There are pv other 
losses in this neigbborbood. 

The report that the barge Wyoming was 
ashore on this side is not correct. The large 
fleet windbound in the river has begun to move 
out. 

Port HvuRON, Mich., May 22.—[Special.]—There 
is no other wreck reported that the name can 
be learned. Passengers on tne Grand Trunk 
Railway say that there are two barges asbore 
ten miles up the Canada side ot Lake Huron. 
They could give no particulars of the crews or 
names of the ta. The tue Champion left at 
noon fur Lake Huron to render what assiet- 
ance she could to the distressed barges 
at anchor.

Un New York Sun.]—Fort Keoaa, Mout., 
May 13—Gen. Rufus Ingalls, U. S. A., Quarter- 
master-General—Sin: I have the honor to trans 
mit berewith my resigna uon as Forage Master,

B. C, F. and H to remote timber land to cut 
wood—a summer's work. The hay for the cav- 
airy is to be obtained the same mauer later 
in the season. This bringing of soidier labor 
into com petition witb self-supporting citizen in- 
dustry—tak g thousands of dollars out ef the 
Yellowstone Valley alone. besides leaving so im- 
portant a post as Keogh garrisoned by only four 
companies, with Crow King off bis reservadon— 
has produced a state of feelmg to which I will 
no more than refer in an official document. I 
will say, however. that deseruons are very fre- 
quent under Gen. Terry, even non-commis- 
siened officers going, and i am told by officers of 
experience on the frontier that this adding of 
the ax and the scythe to a soldter's equipment 
will ia no degree decrease Mew.

you manifest surprise, that it came from Amer- 
ica in that way. The first quality wil be found 
siigotiy dusbed, the second cousiderably so, and 
the third so beavily as bardiy to be detected by 
ite oldest and most intimate acquaintance. The 
science of dilution is carried into everything that 
is ” and aduiterauions into everything dat is 
solid. Their wines, houors, and beers, their 
medicines, and even their mineral Waters are 
full of ull kinds ot concoctions and toreiga in- 

dients that are dangerous to life and ceaith. 
Their sausages aud basbed weats are a melange 
of doubtful ingredieunts. Even their woolen 
goods are aduiterated with wool made from 
rags; the rags are passed through a machine, 
reconverted into wool, then made into clota, and 
largely exported mio the United States. It is 
weil known and abundantly proven that clothes 
made from such wool retains through all its 
transformations and rough bandiing geriws of 
disease, and disseminates them bros least. A 
German dying of smali-pox, his clu. hing be- 
comes useless for other purposes than old rags. 
The American wearing a suit of clothes 
made of German cloth thinks little of 
the risk he is running or of the condition 
of the person who has died, or worn at least a 
part of bis suit before him. One must shut bis 
eyes and go it biind when be makes up his mind 
to buy much that i brewed. baked, or manu- 
factured in Germany, and to be at that reckless 
point chat be does not care What may happen. 
The adulterations ot bis cloth do not stop bere.

Protection 
makes bigh prices and adulterated goods; it 
sows the seeds of disease among the people 
whom it never fails to impoverish; it promotes 
smugeling, cheating, lying, and stealing; it 
makes tae people pay for a useless horde of of- 
ticials and custom-houses built for the benefit 
of political favorits, which are of no use to the 
country.

British and Norwegian Vessels Seem to 
Have Had an Interest in the 


Expedition. 


Many Hayltiens Killed and Wounded—The De- 
fense Set Up a Plea of Duress. 


———— 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 22.—[(Special.]—The 
affair of the fruit-steamer Tropic becomes even 
more tropical than was supposed, and the testi- 
mony in court today forms an interesting chap- 
ter of unwritten war history. When Capt. 
Rand and Mate Peoder were arraignéd this 
morning in the District Court United-States- 
District-Attorney Valentine said that it would 
be proven as conclusively as that the sun was 
shining that a military expedition was fitted out 
upon an American vessel (the Tropic), 
and that it was intended to be waged 
against Repubiic of Hayti and the 
Town ot Miragoane. The expedition 
was in the interest of insurgents, who bad taken 
a station on the Island of Iragua, and they were 
carried to Miragoane, which they captured and 
neil. and still held, notwithatanding several 
effortgqupon the part of the Haytian Governe 
meat to regain possession, 

„ A SEAMAN’S TESTIMONY. 

After the formal testimony to begin the case, 
Richard Pahl, oue of the seamen of the Tropic, 
told now he helped load the steamsbip. He said: 
„Mate Bender kept tally, and I beard him say 
there were seventy-four or seventy-six boxes, 
which were put into the main 
bold as fast as they came, We saiied 
as every man thought for Port Aatonio. On the 
23d we hove to off Inagua, and took on a num- 
ber of strange men in ordinary drees. Some, 
however, carried knives and revolvers. They 
came to the Tropic in a small boat after 10 
o'clock at night. The next morning we stood 
out to sea. While yet in sight of land though a 
schooner bearing® the name Lizzie Wall and 
flying English colors came alongside. Her deck 
was crowded with men. Some fifty or sixty 
of these men were put oa the Tropic. Mr. 
Pender tnen ordered some of us to go 
below and open the boxes takea on at Puiladel- 
phia. I beiped to open them. They contained 
rities, swords, revolvers, cartridges, saddies, 
uniforms, and two brass cannon. The uniforms, 
band-arms, and ammunition were distributed 
among the men, who, after putting ou the uni- 
furms, were drawn up in lie by their leader, 
Gen. Beasiy. The General, after drilling them, 
read a paper twice in a fureign larguage, and 
after be was through the meu shouted, Vive 
'Empereur! All this time we were off the 


coast of Hayti. On the morning of te 
Mu. 1 think it was, we hove to off 
Miragoane and began landing the wen. Four 
boats went off together. The one I was in con- 
tained fifteen men. As ali of the men could not 
be taken off at one trip we returned to «de 
Tropic for the others. Gen. Beasley was on 
deck when we got back, and be said be wouid 
pay us well if we would take another load. 
Inis we did, taking all of the. strangers on the 
second trip. Gen. Beasley went on one of the 
second beats. Returning, to the vessel the s@cond 
time, we beard firing on shore and saw rockets go 
up, and | remembered that Gefi. Beasley bad 
told us that the tring of rockeis would mean that 
they bad captured the town. When the men 
landed each was uniformed and each carried a 
rifle, a revoiver, atword, and six boxes of am- 
munition, tifty —— oor being eaco box. 
After the men were landed we steered in ciose 
to a Norwegian bark, which was near sbore, 


and. joining the two vessels with pianks, we | 


landed the cannoa and other things yet remain- 
ing on the Tropic. Shortly after | saw the cannou 
mounted on the fort K Miragoane. After we 
hed discharged our carwo we left for Port Au- 
tonio. On the way Capt. Rand said to me: Gen. 
Beasley paid me your money.’ He then gave 
me $60 in new Haytian 10-cent pieces, which 1 
divided with Jacob Johnson and Patrick Gem- 


CORROBORATION. 

Patrick Gemmill, after corroborating what 
Pahl bad said, added that when he saw the 
boxes opened off the Maytian coast he asked 
Capt. Kand what sort of an ex uon the 
Tropic was er and the Captain an- 
swered: * The Uni States Government will 
take care of us.” “I then said 
him,” added Gemmil. This is serious 
business, Captain.” We all knew at that time 
that something wrong was up,and we were 
afraid of bews captured. Even the Captain 
seemed scared.“ 

Another seaman on the Tropic, Jacob Johnson, 
told the same story ina straightforward way, 
and on crosé-examination added t be bad 
never before been to Mirugoane. was under 
Capt. King when be commanded Tropic.“ 
continued Jobason, but we neve t into that 
port while be had charge of her.”’ 

Capt. Selwin N. Me “iy of Maine brig 
James Miller, testitied: I was dt Miragoane 
last March wen the Tropic arrived there. The 
expedition she brought attacked the towa, and 
l beara the tir and saw the people fiying ia 
all directions. The men from the Tropic cap- 
tured the town and took a number ot prisoners. 
Many peopie w killed and wounded during 
the attack. The Women and children fled from 
the place and took refuge ou the foreign vessels 
in port. There were over 400 refugees on my 
vessel. very vessel in the barbor was 
filled with @ townspeople. After land- 
ing men 1 saw te Tropic steaming 
aiongside a Norwegian vessel and pass 
rifles, swords, cartridges, and cannon across to 
the shore. Gen. Beasiey told me there were 500 
Remington and 200 Winchester rifles, 600 or 7.0 
2 and as many swords, and 1,000,000 
rofiods of cartridges, which be said had come 
irom Philadeiphia. ISaw Capt. Rand in Mira- 
gvane. He seemed worn out and worried. He 
told me that be did not know what sort of ano 
expedition it was or he would not bave been in 
it. The wen who landed claimed to be Haytians, 
and it was the general understanding in Mira- 
goaue that they were exiied Haytians deter- 
mined upon returning bome. Vnen I left 
Miragoane, April 1, the place was still in the 
hands of the insurgents.” 


THE DEFENSE. 


In opening for the defeose Alfred Moore 
briefly reviewed the counts in the indictment 
and stated that he proposed to produce evidence 
to prove that the defendants were not only in- 
nocent of the charges brought against them, 
but that they were forced todo as they dia by 
overwhelming numbers. He intimated that he 
would show that the Haytiaus captured the 
Tropic and compelled ber officers to go into Mi- 
ragoane. The arms and ammunition were boxed 
as ordinary freight, be added, and neither the 
Captain nor the wate knew what they were.

Bricklayers on the Rampage—Risky 
Business to Be At, 

An episode in the history of the present brick- 
layers’ strike occurred yesterday that may give 
the public an idea of some of the acknowledged 
leaders of the strikers. About 11:30 a. m. a 


crowd numbering ty men, members of the 
Bricklayers’ Union, beaded by John Sullivan, 
President of the union, bearing a ciub, sur- 
rounded a building in course of erection at the 
corner of Union and Hubbard streets, and com- 
manded the fifteen bricklayers at work on 
the walls to quit work immediate- 
ly. This command was accompanied by a con- 
liscaaon of the trowels and other *. of the 
workmen by the mob. The workmen showed 
some reluctance to comply with the orders of 
the President, and immediately arandom firing 
of a revolver begun, four or five shots being 
fired. This caused a panic among the work- 
meu, and in the disorder chat followed one of 
them, whose name could not be ascertained. was 
quite seriously burt about the bead by being bit 
with a brick or stone thrown by some one in the 
crowd. Mr. Charles Koen, the employer of the 
non-union bricklayers, chanced to come up at 
that time and called tor police ussistance. The 
mob quickly dispersed in all direcuons. The 
man who did the shooting ran across 
the street and quickly handed his revolver to a 
young man beside bim. Mr. Koch saw this 
movement, and recognized the man who had 
dune ibe sbooting as Jubu Sullivan, President of 
tue Brickluyers’ Union. Mr. Koch further states 
that Suilivao was considerably under tbe influ- 
euce of liquor at the time.

*A DESERTED STORE. 


A TAILOR ABANDONS HIS PLACE OF BUSI- 
NESS AND CREDITORS SEIZE THE STOCK. 
Henry T. Smith, a tailor, who did business at 

Nb. 76 South Jefferson street, has disappeared. 
His shop was on the first floor, and he and his 
wife lived in the basement. Saturday Mrs. 
Smith told che people up-stairs that her brother 
was very sick, and she was going to Hartford, 
Conn., to see bim. Sunday afternoon her hus- 
band took ber to the depot, and an express- 
wagon carried ber truaks. Smith didu't return, 
and it is presumed be also went East. As the 
shop was not opened Monday the neighbors 
thought it very strange, and the landlord—Mr. 
Georve Herbert—got a liceman and opened 
the door. Apparentiy all the stock was there, 
and, as Smith bore a good reputation, his ab- 
sence was a mystery. Some of his creditors, 
however, were suspicious, and they set about 
securing themselves. Others also heard of his 
departure. and yesterday about a dozen Consta- 
bles and Deputy Sheriffs were in the suop at one 
time quarreiing and tightine for possession of 
the woods, Ali nad writs of one klud or another, 
and each oflicer helped himself. The goods— 
about $2,500 worth, as near as could be esti- 
mated—were seized, as well as Smith's house- 
bold goods, even the curtains on the windows 
being pulled down. When everything bad been 
removed another batch of Constables arrived, 
and they were angry when they found there was 
nothing to be gotten hold of. 

As far as could be ascertained Smith owed 
about $6,000. The creditors tirst on the ground 
got more than enough to satisfy their ciaima, 
but the others are out about $4,000. He drew 
severai thousand dollars from the bank Satur- 
day and paid a good many debis, but is believed 
to have taken $2,000 or $3,000 with him. He had 
au excellent trade, was making money, and why 
he sbould run away, if be has, his friends can- 
not imagine. A cloth man said the secret of 
his big business was selling suits for $20 which 
other tailors charged $30 for; and, he could afford 
to do tuis., since the men who turnisbed him the 
goods weren't paid. Smith is said to be well 
conneted in Hartford, Conn., where his father 
has a large tailoring establishment. 


CATHERINE LEWIS. 


SHE AND HER CHORUS SINGERS FIGURE 
CONSPICUOUSLY IN A POLICE COURT—ALL 
ARE UNHAPPY, 

The examination of Catherine Lewis, the bur- 
lesque actress, and James Nixon, her manager, 
who were arrested on the charge of atealing a 
lot of stage property belong ng to the chorus 
singers of the Lewis comic opera company, did 
not come off yesterday before Justice Brayton 
as anticipated, owing to want of time. The 
case was to have been called at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon, but at that bour the court was en- 
gaged in hearing the alleged embezziement ease 
against George P. Treadway. The defendants 
were on hand at the appvoiuted hour. 
as were also, about twenty members of the 
chorus, and they ali waited about the building 
for nearly four hours expecting a settlement 
either one way or the other. Catherine was 
looking very blue indeed, and Nixooa did not 
bave that air of bravado which he wore the day 
previous. The members of the churus, on the 
eontrary, despite the fact that they had not 
money enough in the whole crowd to buy a 
square meal for one, seemed very bilarious, and 
every now and then bruke out with a song from 
some of their favorit yperas. When Mr. Nixon 
iovited two gentiemen down-stairs to “smile”’ 
witb bim, one of che lady chorus-singers sug- 
gested that the manager, before buying any 
drinks, ought to pay ber the eighty cents 
which be had borrowed several weeks 
previous. Nixon says that not one night during 
tie Chicago engagement did the company re- 
ceive mouey enough to pay saluries—$225 a night 
being required—and he #iso says that the prop- 
erty which is claimed to have been stolen was 
packed up by a lady member of the chorus and 
at her own request shipped with the company's 
baggage. This is emphatically denied by tLe 
chorus singers. The larceny cases were con- 
tinued until this morning at 9 o'clock. 

In addition tc the larceny cases seventeen civil 
suits were commenced against Catherine Lewis 
yesterday before Justice Brayton by tne chorus 
singers, their claims being en account of sul- 
aries and amounting in all to about $600. What 
the cutcome of ull this law business will be it is 
impossibie to tell.

The Locomotion ” Landed from the 
Steamship Canada at New York. 

New York, May 22.—{Special.|—Two mam- 
moth boxes were tonight taken from the hold of 
the steamsbip Canada, which arrived here from 
Liverpool the l7th inst., and is now lying at her 
wharf at the foot of West Houston street. 
They are directed to Mr. G. D. Peters, Engiish 
Commissioner to the Chicago Railway Ex posi- 
tion. One box contains the “locomotion,” th 
tirst steam railroad loeomotive ever built. It 
wus invented by George Stephenson and con- 
structed by him in 1825 for the Stockton & Dar- 
Imgton Railroad, which was vupened in that year. 
The venerable machine is now the property of 
the Great Northwestern Railroad of England, 
into which the Stockton & Darlingtun was 
merged many years ayo, and it has been sent to 
this country to be exhibited in the Exposition of 
Railway Appliances, which will be opened at 
Chicago next Thursday. The other box con- 
tains the original tender of the locomotion. 
They were conveyed to the Erie Kailroad freight 
depot, whence they will be forwarded to Chi- 
cugo tomorrow. All she companies engaged in 
the trausportation of the relics have agreed to 
make no charge for their services, and no duty will 
be collected upon them by the Government. Mr. 
G. D. Peters, tne geutleman who u been sent 
from England as. Commissioner to the Chicago 
Exposition, is one of the most prominent of En- 
glish railroad men, and has been the means of 
introducing upon the railways of Great #ritain 
a great number of improvements and conven- 
lences suggested to him in bis visits to this coun- 
try. He says that as the locomotive underwent 
but few alterations or e during its long 
and useful career, it will look, when on exhibi- 
tion in Chicago.almost the same as when it 
puffed out of the depot at  Darting- 
ton under the astonisbed and _ delighted 
gaze of the assembled multitude. It is best 
described as an ol4-fushioued stationary engine 
erected on a piatform-car. All its parts are 
open and unproteeted, and its abnormally large 
piston-boxes arg fixed at an angie of thirty-five 
degrees on a level with tne base of the smoke- 
Stuck. Its tender greatly resembies the two- 
wheeled coal-cart in vogue in this city.

A Lady of Versatile Talent.

A Supervisor who had been ousted from his 
office in a contest applied for a mandamus to 
compel the payment of his compensation during 
bisincumbency, and being refused appealed the 
action, People ex rei. Culvertsonu vs. Potter, to 
the Supreme Court of Calltorula, 1 the 
judgment was affirmed. Judge McKee, in the 
opinion, said: “An officerde facto,acting even in 
good faith under a claim of right to an office, is 
not entitied to recover from a county the com- 
pensation provided by law for such services to 
the exclusion of the officer de jure.” 


HUSBAND AND WIFE-NECESSARY SUPPORT 
—NOTICE. 

Goods were furnished as necessary supplies to 
a married woman from October, 1. to March, 
1879, to the amount of $164.03. In November, 
1578, a statement of the value of the supplies to 
that time was sent to the husband, but be re- 
fused to pay the amount, $16.87, and gave notice 

that be would not pay for past or future sup- 
plies unless they were furnished on his written 
order. He had not furnished his wife any sup- 
plies, and de had not asked for any, or for or- 
ders from him, and he had notified parties gen- 
erally with whom he bad been trading that be 
would not puy for suppiles to her except upon 
his order, but he had not given any orders to 
ber. In the sult brought, Pierpout vs. Wilson, 
the court gave judgment for $16.87 only, and the 
plaintif® went to the Supreme Court of Errors of 
Counecticut, by whom the full claim of $104.93 
was allowed. Judge Pardee, in the opinion, 
said: “The defeadant, by knowingly permit- 
ting bis wife to be without necessary supplies, 
and without money or credit of her own where- 
with to procure them, authorized her to pur- 
cbase them from the plaintiff or any other per- 
son who, hav knowledge of her necessities, 
should supply them. He cannot, while purpose- 
ly withholding all credit and all supplies, shut 
ber up to want, eicher by private no- 
tiees barring each successive door which 
might open to her appeal, or by inserting 
notices in the newspapers warning every person 
against supplying her. He must supply ber if 
be desires to terminate the power to piedge his 
credit which his negiect has given ber. She is 
not bound to ask bim for orders for her needs; 
neither is any one, knowing der necessities, 
under obligation to obtain permission to supply 


them. " 


CREDITORS-~——PROPERTY OF WIFE PAID 
HUSBAND'S EARNINGS. 

The judgment creditors of an insolvent 
debtor sought to take property which his wife 
had purchased, but which he had paid for out 
of his earnings, which by oe were exempt from 
execution, and the trial court gave them a judg- 
ment. The wife appealed the case, Robb vs. 
Brewer, to the Supreme Court of Iowa, by whom 
the judgment was reversed. The Chief Justice 
(Day), in. his opinion, said: “The use by the 
husband of his personal earnings in payment for 
property purohased by nis wife amounts, in legal 
contemplation, to a gift of such property to bis 
wife. s these carnimgs were exempt from 
execution at the time they were employed in the 
acquisition of the property in controversy, 8 
voluntary ift ot such ¢arnings was no fraud 
upon the creditors of the tusband.”’ 
MURDER—KILLING OFFICER MAKING ARREST 

—DEFECTIVE OR VOID PROCESS. 

Upon a warrant for forgery a Oonstable to 
whom it was sent in another county arrested the 
person churged, who thereupon shot him fatally 
and escaped.

verbal directions, when his authority to execute 
it should have been in writing, in order to avoid 
arrest, to slay the officer who may be acting in 
good faith under the warrant. An opposit rule 
would place the innocently erring ana faithful 
officer at the mercy of criminals on the merest 
technicality.”

PHILADELPHIA RACES. 


Scatterzood’s Lizzie M. Beats Cunning= 
ham’s Scotiand, Two-Mile Meats, Best 
Three im Five, at Belmont Park. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 21.—([Special.]— 

There has not been bere in many years such an 

exciting and interesting race as that at Relmont 

this afternoon between R. C. Cuoningham’s 
black gelding Scotland and George Scatter- 
good’s bay mare Lizzie M. Scotland had 

a record in mile beats of 2:24%, besides 

having the reputation of being one of the 

gamest stayerson the turf. Lizzie M. has never 
achieved a record of better than 2:27, but that 

did not prevent Scattergood trom betting $1,000 

that she could beat Scotland three 

out of five in two- mile beats. 

Both owners posted their money in such a shape 

that it could not be collusively drawn, and Cuu- 

ningham, owing to the fact that he was unable 
to persuade Scattergood to agree that the wioner 
should take the gate-money,deciares that he bas 
no offset to his losses. The distance 
is a terrible test of the bottomof a trotter. It 
is more than twenty years since any two-mile 
heat race was trotted in this or any otner coun- 
try, and there were never more 
than three beats in any race of the lengin. 
In the paoi-rooms in the city and in those sold 
ip the Park itself the difficulty was to find per- 
sons who would accept odds of two or three to 
one on Scotland. Before the horses were called 
to the post there may have been $2,000 in the pool - 
box, and before the race ended it heid not less 
than $15,000. William Dobie Sr. drove Scotland, 

a handsome, high-beaded, stylish black horse by 

Bonnie Scotland. Lizzie M. is by Thomas 

Jefferson, out of a mare without a 

pedigree, and her lack of lingage was 

the reason of her disfavor among the bettors. 

The closing poois after the horses had taken a 

warming spin around the course were quoted at 

$30 to $20. Scotland bad the pole, and 
seven times the mure came to the wire 
far enough in the lead to have 
taken the pule at once bad the word been given. 
The judges, however, were patient, and so were 
the crowd, which evidently leaned to the opin- 
jon that the mare would prove the greater suf- 
ferer. On the eighth trial they got away, 
the mare a good length ahead. She 
was cutting out the pace and making it very 
fast, the tirst quarter bei done in od; the 
second quarter, down-grade and the fastest of 
the course, was tinished in 35%. The horse 
skipped a few steps on entering the rise of the 
third quarter, but gained rather than lost, 
as was the case whenever de left his trotting 
gait. Scotland was still a length behind, and 
when de passed the wire in the [first 
mile, which was finished in 2:24%, only 

a” quarter second behind Scotland. The 

mare had been trotting ' gamely and 

squarely without a skip to the lead at the 
beginumg of the second mile, and increased 
it in the last quarter so far that had 

Seattergood not held her up she would 

buve distanced Scotiand. Lizzie a 

jogzed ia twelve lengths ahead in 4:58. 

it the mare bad come in at full speed, her rec- 

ord would have been several seconds less. 

The mare hud the pole, and got away a length 
abeud on the second beat. She again set a very 
fust pace, and broke during each quarter, 
and finally entered the bomestretch scarcely a 
length behind. Scattergood, however, bad beeu 
sustain his mare'a speed, and won the beat 
by two lengths in 5:08. Pool-selling was now 
abandoned, no one being rash enough to lay 
money against the game little maro. 

The mare, having the pole, got off, as usual, 
almost a length ahead, enough to warrant the 
driver in taking the pole, both drivers waiting, 
although the speed was good, but they came 
under wire the first time neck 
and neck, and the crowd became wild 
with eothusiasm shying off their hats and 
shouting 80 syed that the mare became 
frightened and broke tor the first time, losing so 
far that Scotiand came in winner by a dozen

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Prof. Charles Avery, LL. D. 

Crinton, N. Y., May 21.—[Speciai.]—The an- 
nouncement of the death of Charies Avery, LL. 
D., Emeritus Professor of Chemistry in Ham- 
ton College, which occurred yesterday, will be 
received with a sense of personai bereavement 
by the alumni of that institution. He was loved 
by all who went out from Hamilton College dur- 
ing a périod of neariy forty years, and for each 
one the kind-hearted Doctor bad a personal 
affection. He was esteemed for his kindness, 
urbanity, and learning, rather than for bis force 
in imparting instruction. He had not the heart 
to see one of his boys fail, and his boys 
knew this better than in many instances they did 
their lessons. Charles Avery was born in Mun- 
son, Mass., July 29, 1695, the tenth child of a 
family of fourteen. While be was young his 
father removed to Paris, Oneida County, N. 
Y. Charles was graduated at Hamiiton College 
in 1820. and for some time previous to his 
death had the distinction of bemg, if not the 
oldest, one of the oldest living graduates of 
that institution. After graduating he taught in 
Clinton and Belleville, N. Y., till 1834, when 
he was elected Professor of Chemistry and Nat- 
ural Philosophy in bis Alma Mater. He served 
continuously in that chair till 1869, when age 
bis retirement. He 
an honorary member of the faculty till the day 
of his death, being elected, on retiring from 
active service, Professor Emeritus of Chem- 
istry. Du his early years in the facuity 
Prof. Avery actively aided President Dwight in 
securing the endowments for the collewe, and 
subsequently aided in increasing the same. He 
was particularly active in the movement which 
resuited in the erection of the observatory, now 
known througbout the world because of the 
services rendered therein to science by Dr. C. H. 
F. Peters. Dr. Avery introduced into 
bis department chemical analysis and 
agricultural chemistry, and greatly improved 
and added tothe apparatus. As an instructor 
be was thorough ur easy, according as he found 
the student inclined. He did not believe that 
every boy was born to be a chemist ora profess- 
or of mecbanics, and was ready to believe that 
one who was dull in his department was appiy- 
ing himself to advantage in another. Graduates 
of from fifteen to forty years’ standing will 
recognize all that is implied in this statement. 
A single exampie will illustrate his faut ot easy 
kindness of later years. He believed it better 
for “the boys to know weil a few things than 
to know a little of many things—especially in 
mecbaaica. So when the examination 
season approached he would ioform 
his class of the problems which wound 
be submitted for solution on examination. He 
would even hand the probiems to the class on 
cards to“ jost on some days in advance, His 
theory was that a class of thirty members would 
thus become — 3 ae familiar with thirty 
— 2 2 inciptes. The boys sometimes 
tor’s kindness. The good Doctor 
2 dead. a the ripe age of 88 years, and his 
boys. wherever dispersed, will remember him 
with profound respect for bis learning ana affec-

William Mason, Owner of the Taunton 
Loco motive Werks. 

Provipence, R. I. May 21.— [Special. IA 
special from Taunton, Mass., says William 
Mason, proprietor of the famous Taunton Loco- 
motive Works, died this afternoon, in his Téth 
year, after a brief iliness from pneumonia. He 
was born at Mystic, Conn., in 1808. His early 
ute was spent in the cotton-milis and machine- 
shops of his native State, developing rapidly. 
the mechanical genius for which he has been

In 1842 he became owner of the works. His em- 
ployers failed in the erasb of 1837, and be was 
so successful that be soon commenced building 
tne establishment now bearing his nume, which 
is the largest and most compicte manufactory 
of the kind in the country. In 1 be added 
locomotive building to his other industries, and 
in 1853 turned out tne tirst enzine. During the 
Rebellion he manufactured Spr ritied 
muskets, but ceased the eo ee 
when the War closed. Four 
he became the manufacturer of the ben, 
bell printing press, and now 
works turn out one a dey. His wonderful in- 
veotive genius, remarkable executive ability, 
aud great business sagacity served to render
